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Price Freeze Relief Hinted 
To Prevent Food Shortages

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
60-day price freeze will be en­ 
forced in a "fairly tight man­ 
ner," 
with 
few 
exemptions 
allowed despite the fact that 
some supply problems may de­ 
velop, Cost of Living Council of­ 
ficials said today. 
But an official told reporters 
'that 
'the 
enforcement 
policy 
does not preclude some relief in 
the food industry, where allega­ 
tions have been made that the 
freeze is producing shortages. 
The decision to allow few ex­ 
emptions increases the urgency 
of developing and announcing a 
Phase 4 system of wage-price 
controls to follow the freeze, 
said James W. McLane, who di­ 
rects the freeze for 'the council. 
John Dunlop, council direc­ 
tor, said that the council is 
moving speedily to hold con­ 
sultations with private groups 
throughout the country to get 
suggestions on the 9hape of 
Phase 4. 
McLane, asked if food short­ 
ages appear to be developing 
because of the freeze,

Asked if some producers may 
be engaging in scare tactics, he 
said, 
"There 
are some real 
problems. Some may be blown 
out of proportion.” 
Secretary of Agriculture Earl 
L. Butz has predicted shortages 
of meat and poultry in the 
United States. 
Butz told the Senate Banking 
Committee Monday that Presi­ 
dent Nixon needs standby au­ 
thority to reduce 
agriculture 
exports to solve the shortage 
problem. 
He said the squeeze between 
high feed prices and the price 
freeze is hurting poultry rai­ 
sers, forcing hog producers to 
sell 
off 
breeding 
stock, and 
causing cattlemen to keep beef 
off the market. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
President’s 
Council of Economic Advisers 
said it was concerned about 
shortages, 
but. that rationing 
within the next year is unlikely. 
The council said the freeze on 
some 
food, 
including 
broiler 
chickens, 
may 
have 
to 
be 
eased. 
Butz said that the granting of 
the 
export 
control 
authority 
would prompt producers to ex­ 
pand since they would have 
government 
assurance 
that 
their feed would be sufficient 
and at lower prices in the fu­ 
ture. 
Economic council 
chairman 
Herbert Stein said his group 
has read "lots of horror sto­ 
ries” 
about producers killing 
chickens because they are too 
expensive to raise. He said the 
council 
also 
was 
concerned 
about shortages of eggs, to­ 
matoes and other products. 
Turning to gasoline prices, 
Siein said some 1,106 service 
stations have had to roll back 
prices as a result of consumer 
complaints 
that 
the 
stations 
were violating the freeze. 
The 
overcharges 
averaged 
two cents a gallon at 741 inde­ 
pendent 
and 
.365 
company- 
owned 
stations, 
the 
council 
said. 
Stein said the administration 
still hopes to have an official 
announcement on Phase 4 con­ 
trols by mid-July.

Utility Asks 
Cut In Rates! 


INDIANAPOLIS 
(AP)—Citi­ 
zens Gas & Coke Utility of In­ 
dianapolis filed for a reduction 
in rates today for more than 
200,000 customers. 
The company said the revised 
rate schedule was filed under 
an Indiana Public Service Com­ 
mission order which permits 
gas utilities to recover addition­ 
al gas costs, and requires them 
to pass on savings to their cus­ 
tomers without the necessity of 
a formal hearing. 
Under the revised schedule, 
the average billing for a resi­ 
dential customer will he re­ 
duced 24 cents a year, and the 
billing for an average home- 
heating 
customer 
will 
drop 
$1.05 a year. 


The company said total re­ 
ductions for all customers will 
amount to $285,000, The effec­ 
tive date of the new schedule 
would be Aug. l, if approved by 
the PSC. That is the date the 
reduced rates will be passed on 
to the utility by its gas sup­ 
plier, Panhandle Eastern Pipe 
Line Co.

Dean Quizzed On Charges 
Linking Nixon, Watergate 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 
Ousted White Mouse 
counsel 
John W. Dean ill testified to­ 
day that he had hoped until 
mid-April that President Nixon 
would come forward to fully ex­ 
plain his own role in the Water­ 
gate affair. 
When that did not happen, 
Dean told Senate Watergate in­ 
vestigators, he began "to ex­ 
plain 
highlights 
of some 
of 
the things that Involved the 
President” to federal prosecu­ 
tors. 
Dean acknowledged that in 
his televised testimony he had, 
accused the President of Water­ 
gate cover-up involvement that 
linked him with criminal of­ 
fenses. 
"I'm telling the truth as I 
know it,” he insisted as com­ 
mittee members and lawyers 
questioned him point, by point, 
about his assertions that Nixon 
was involved in the scandal 
cover-up. 
Dean, in a statement, he de­ 
scribed 
as 
personal opinion, 
said he believes White House 
aides probably relayed to Nixon 
information about the wiretap­ 
ping and initial cover-up ef­ 
forts. 
Dean 
was asked by Fred 
Thompson, Republican counsel 
for the committee, why ha had

“ I have been asked here to 
come up and tell the truth,”

4 Key Statements By Nixon 
Contradicted Flatly By Dean

WASHINGTON (AP) — Four 
key 
statements by 
President 
Nixon have been contradicted 
flatly by his former counsel, 
John W. Dean III. 
Testifying Monday before the 
S e n a t e ’ s 
Watergate 
in­ 
vestigating 
committee, 
Dean 
swore Nixon knew of the cover- 
up, knew of payments to de­ 
fendants 
and 
admitted twice 
that he discussed an offer of 
clemency. And he said Nixon 
persisted in the cover-up this 
spring despite Nixon’s state­ 
ment that he was trying to get 
all the facts. 
Here is a comparison of what 
Nixon 
said 
and 
what 
Dean 
said: 
COVER-UP: 
The President, 
in a statement issued May 22, 
said, “ I took no part in, nor 
was I aware of, any ... efforts 
that may have been made to 
cover up the Watergate.” 
Dean testified that he told 
Nixon Sept. 15, 1972, that he 
had 
assisted in keeping the 
case from reaching the White 
House. That was the day seven 
men were indicted, none higher 
in the Nixon, re-election cam ­ 
paign than G. Gordon Liddy, 
the finance committee’s chief 
lawyer. 
Nixon and Dean met in the 
Oval Office, with presidential 
chief of staff H.R. Haldeman 
present, Dean said. 
"The President told me I bad 
done a good job and he appre­ 
ciated how difficult a task it 
has been and the President was 
pleased 
that 
the 
case 
had 
stopped 
with 
Liddy,” 
Dean 
6aid. 
"I responded that 1 could not 
take credit because others had 
done much more difficult things 
than I had done. As the Presi­ 
dent discussed the present stat­ 
us of the situation 1 told him 
that all that I had been able to 
do was to contain the case and 
assist in keeping it out, of the 
White House. 1 also told him 
that 1 thought that there was a 
long way to go before this mat­ 
ter would end and that I cer­ 
tainly could make no assur­ 
ances that the day would not 
come when this matter would 
start to unravel.” 
CLEMENCY: Nixon also said 
May 22: ‘ At no time did I au­ 
thorize any offer of executive 
clemency for the Watergate de­ 
fendants, nor did 1 know of any 
such offer.” 
Dean said Nixon told him on 
March 13 and again on April 15 
that he had talked to former 
domestic adviser John D. Ehrl­ 
ich man and former presiden­ 
tial counselor Charles W Col­ 
son about an offer of clemency 
that Dean said was made to E. 
Howard Hunt, one of the men 
convicted in the case. 
Haldeman was at the March 
13 meeting in the Oval Office, 
Dean said. "The President ... 
referred to the fact that Hunt 
had been promised executive 
ciemency. He said that he had 
discussed this, matter with Eh 
rl’chman and ... that Colson 
also discussed it with him later. 
He expressed some annoyance 
at the fact that 'Colson had also 
discussed 
this 
matter 
with 
him.” 


On April 15 Dean said he met 
with Nixon in his office in the 
Executive Office Building and 
advistd Nixon he had begun to 
tell his story to federal prose­ 
cutors. "He got up out of his 
chair, went behind his chair to 
the corner ... and. in, » barely 
audible tone said to me, be was 
probably foolish to have dis­ 
cussed Hunt’s clemency with 
Colson.”' 
PAYOFFS: 
The 
President 
said May 22: "I did not know, 
until the time of my own inves­ 
tigation, of any effort to pro­ 
vide the Watergate defendants 
with funds.” 
Nixon's own investigation, ac­ 
cording to a statement he made 
April 17, began March 21. But 
Dean said he told Nixon about 
payoffs at theft: March 13 meet­ 
ing. 
Dean said he told Nixon and 
Haldeman 
that demands for 
money were increasing. "I told 
the President about the fact 
that there was no money to pay 
these individuals to meet their 
demands. He asked me how 
much it would cost. I told him 
that 1 could only make an esti­ 
mate that it might be as high 
as a million dollars or more. 
He told me that was no prob­ 
lem, and he also looked over at 
Haldeman 
and 
repeated 
the 
same .statement.,” 
Later 
in 
the 
conversation 
Nixon asked about money al­ 
ready paid to defendants, Dean 
said. "He asked me how this 
was done. I told him I didn’t 
know much about it other than 
the fact that the money was 
laundered so it could not be 
traced and that there were se­ 
cret deliveries.” 
NIXON’S 
INVESTIGATION: 
The President, in his April 17 
statement and again in a tele­ 
vision address to the nation 
April 30, said he began a new 
investigation of the wiretapping 
affair March 21 after new facts 
came to light. "I personally as­ 
sumed 
the 
responsibility 
for 
coordinating intensive new in­ 
quiries into the matter, and I 
personally ordered those con­ 
ducting the investigations to get 
all the facts and to report them 
directly to me, right here in 
this office,” Nixon said in his 
address... 
But Dean said, "In short, the 
President commenced no inves­ 
tigation 
at 
all. 
Rather, 
the 
President, Haldeman and Eh- 
rlichman commenced to protest 
themselves against the unravel­ 
ing of the cover-up.”

Woman Works For Business To 
Restore Consumer Confidence

NEW YORK (AP) — Bette 
Clemens Is a consumer advo­ 
cate in the heart of big busi­ 
ness. 
She is director' of consumer 
affairs for the Council of Better 
B u s i n e s s 
Bureaus, 
Inc. 
(CBBB), in Washington, D.C. 
“I visit national corporations, 
work 
with 
consumer 
groups 
and try to establish new pro­ 
grams and consumer councils 
in cities across the nation,” the 
pretty blonde said in an inter­ 
view here. 
“And I make speech©*, al­ 
ways. I try to explain some of 
the things business must do to 
restore consumer confidence,” 
Miss Clemen* added. 
Before she joined the CBBB, 
Miss Clemens was director of 
the 
Pennsylvania 
Bureau of 
Consumer Protection. 
She sees the new job as a 
challenge, and i* proud of pilot 
projects initiated this year. 
'“We 'hired consumer special­ 
ists in seven cities to adminis­ 
ter new programs and set up 
councils 
to work with busi­ 
nesses. We put out a consumer 
buying guide, newsletters, do 
voluntary shopping surveys and 
work with telephone canvass­ 
ing. We try to get businesses 
and consumers involved,” she 
added. 
Arbitration is a new method 
being used in 52 Better Busi­ 
ness Bureau cities throughout 
the nation. 
“It started in the Long Island 
bureau,” Miss Clemens said. 
“The builder of three carports 
went into arbitration after the 
structures collapsed in the first 
snow. There was no way to 
prove fraud, so the bureau 
tried arbitration. It worked. We 
ask 
businesses 
now to pre­ 
commit to arbitration through 
either the bureau or an out­ 
sider. We give them a symbol 
we’ve developed to use in non- 
permanent 
advertising 
after 
they agree to arbitrate.” 
Mis* Clemens *aid most com­ 
plaints from consumers today 
are about automobiles. They 


are, she says, the second most 
expensive thing most people 
buy, so that’s natural. 
“But the biggest fraud on 
consumers is diet scheme dis­ 
honesty,” she added. 
“The post office has just tak­ 
en action against one man who 
sold 
a 
bathing 
solution 
for 
$19.95 a gallon. He said lour 
drops in bath water once a 
week would cause customers to 
lose 48 pounds in a month, 
“When I received the com­ 
plaint, I called the woman to 
ask her if she had really be­ 
lieved the scheme would work. 
She told me ‘When you’re fat, 
you’ll try anything.’ And there 
are many people trying to be 
slim, young and beautiful. H ey 
agree with her. 
“When the post office flrat 
checked the box number to 
which requests for the diet 
scheme were to be mailed, they 
discovered that $9,000 a day 
was going into the box. They 
filed an injunction, put a bold 
on the mail When the judge 
ruled it was fraud, the mail 
was stamped ’FRAUD* and re­ 
turned to the renders,” she 
said. 
Miss Clemens 
says con­ 
sumers should remember I» 
write the company to aak for 
documentation 
of 
advertising 
claims before they buy. 
“There’s no device, for ex­ 
ample, to 
make 
you loee 
weight. No cream or liquid will 
make fat disappear. You must 
cut calories, exercise and eat t 
balanced diet,” she added. 
Miss Clemens 
says con­ 
sumer* also need to learn the 
cost of credit, shopping tor ft *s 
they would for anything else. 
One way in which the CBBB 
is helping consumers is with 
mobile vans in neighborhoods. 
In Washington, B.C., for ex­ 
ample, a van works in the In­ 
ner city showing films and dis­ 
cussing 
consumer 
education. 
The van operator takea com­ 
plaints and returns them to the 
main office to be processed. 
And it tell* people what the 
Better Business Bureaus are all 
about.

C. Goodwin 
of Angola to serve as the state’s 
top fire fighter. Goodwin has 29 
years experience in fire service, 
including serving the last 12 
years as chief of a volunteer 
fire department. He was 
not 
available to explain the details 
of the new law, so I talked to 
Miss 
Josephine 
C. 
Hurley, 
administrative 
assistant. 
A 
former resident of Logan sport, 
Miss Hurley has been with the 
Fire Marshal for the past 23 
years, 
serving 
under 
seven 
marshals. Soft-spoken, whe is 
well versed in fire laws and 
the state office. 


Miss Hurley told me: “The 


basic changes which were made 
actually involve the supervisory 
authority.

At NBC, the service is called 
NPS, or “News Program Serv­ 
ice.” At CBS, it’s called “The

Camera Angl

Some six years ago, I first 
met and wrote about John Dor- 
nes, an architect, artist and an­ 
tiques collector in Monroe, N.Y. 
It was his sideline hobby which 
interested 
me: 
photographing 
people as they might have look­ 
ed 10® .years ago. 
Dressed In an Edwardian out­ 
fit and surrounded by an as­ 
sortment of authentic ancient 
costumes, Domes was a feature 
of the New York Flea Market. 
This is an exhibition of antique 
dealers, craftsmen and collec­ 
tors now in its 10th year — Sun­ 
days only, in good weather — 
on a parking lot corner in mid- 
New York City. 
Domes stuided each subject 
before selecting an apropriate 
costume which could slip over 
the subject’s clothing. He some­ 
time added old-time headgear 
or an authentic period prop and 
then took a picture with a Pola­ 
roid 
camera 
under 
a 
drop 
cloth. In 10 seconds he knew 
whether the result was satisfac­ 
tory. He devised special meth­ 
ods to fix and “ age” the print 
•ad 'then mounted it under an 
oval m at in an old-fashioned 
gilt frame. The complete oper­ 
ation took five minutes and cost 
14. 
People stood in line to get 
t h i s 
modern-day 
“daguer­ 
reotype* of themselves because 
it was evident that Domes took 
pride in his work and the re­ 
mits were not only novel but 
good examples of portraiture. 
Well, our paths have crossed 
again and it’s time to update 
Domes’s 
photographic 
adven­ 
tures. His sideline specialty has 
been unique and so successful 
that it has become his fulltime 
activity. 
Dome has just opened 
an 
old-fasioned photo studio, circa 
1850, 
with 
Victorian 
tufted 
chairs, velvet hangings, marble 
statuary and traditional props 
and accessories. Appropriately 
enough, the studio is located in 
a newly created “New York 
Antiques 
Center,” 
a 
com­ 
prehensive grouping of dealers 
and Services in mid-Manhattan, 
catering to the antiques in­ 
dustry. 
Domes estimates he has tak­ 
en more than 100,000 daguer­ 


reotype-style portraits and the 
experience has sharpened his 
judgment in selecting the par­ 
ticular costume for each sub­ 
ject that would be appropriate 
oi flatter each individual’s' per­ 
sonality. 
“ It’s an instantaneous reac- 
tion as I see each new face,” 
he says, “ and the choice of cos­ 
tume is mine, not theirs. I vis­ 
ualize 
their 
character, 
then 
make sure to interpret it photo- 
graphical.y with predetermined 
lighting, background and acces­ 
sories. If the first picture isn’t 
satisfactory because the subject 
blinked or had an unsuitable 
expression, 
I’ll 
take it over 
again. The picture must satisfy 
me as well as the subject.’ 
During the years, Dome s’s 
unique specialty has resulted in 
assignments* at important pub­ 
lic and private parties and he 
has photographed innumerable 
celebrities a^ they might have 
looked a century ago. Among 
ethers, he has photographed the 
guests at parties given by the 
Duchess of Windsor in New 
York and Mamie Eisenhower 
and Secretary of State Laird in 
Washington. He has been flown 
across the country by major 
television networks for special 
events and has appeared on TV 
talk shows* for interviews and 
demonstrations. In addition, he 
has done record album covers 
on nostalgic themes and has 
shared an assignment with fa­ 
mous 
fash.on 
photographer 
Richard Avedon who represent­ 
ed “Today” in pictures while 
Domes, working with the same 
models, 
interpreted 
“ Yester­ 
day.” 
When under presure, Domes 
can produce a photograph a 
minute and has done up to 300 
a day. He has trained four of 
his friends' through the years so 
they can assist or take over the 
studio when he i> called away 
on special assignments. With 
changes in t mes and prices, 
the cost of a Domes studio por­ 
trait is now $6', 
Wit h photogra phy present ly 
his full-time career, Domes’s 
story reveals* again how a hob­ 
by can develop into an exciting, 
rewarding vocation with appli­ 
cation of imagination, ingenuity 
and the ability to produce good 
results.

In a nation that strives to of­ 
fer free education to everyone, 
4.2 million mentally and physi­ 
cally 
handicapped 
youngsters 
are being deprived of learning 
because their schools are ahort 
of cash. 
Angela Coleman, a 9-year old 
partially blind girl from Au­ 
gusta, Ga., is grades behind in 
reading 
because 
her 
school 
can’t afford special books with 
large type. 
Twenty-two educable but au­ 
tistic children in the Tidewater 
area of Virginia were turned 
away from schools because the 
added costs of teaching them 
were too much for their com­ 
munity to bear. The parents 
are currently trying to get the 
federal courts to get their chil­ 
dren back into classes. 
According to the U.S. Senate 
Committee on Labor and Public 
Welfare, only 17 states are 
serving more than half their 
physically and 
mentally dis­ 
abled children. One million dis­ 
abled children aren’t in schools 
of any kind. 
In 1971, seven states provided 
less than 20 per cent of their 
handicapped children with a 
suitable education and, accord­ 
ing to the committee, one state, 
Arkansas, offered an equal edu­ 
cation to only 10 per cent of its 
disabled children. 
How well children ere taught 
depends in part on the severity 
of their problems, the com­ 
mittee said. The hardest, to' con­ 
trol in classrooms are the emo­ 
tionally disturbed children, end 
of these, only 13 per cent were 
getting an education, the com­ 
mittee contended. 
But of the nation's crippled 
or orthopedkaUy handicapped 
children, whose minds are as 
sound as those of their peers, 
only 35 per cent were getting 
adequate training. Of the train- 
ably mentally retarded, 57 per 
cent were being taught, the 
committee said. 
“There 
are 
seven 
million 
handicapped children in the 
United State*," «aid U.S. Sen. 
Harrison A. Williams, D-N.J., 
in a speech to the Senate. 
“Close to 80 per cent of these 
children are denied the educa­ 
tional programs they need to 
have full equality of opportun­ 
ity.” 
“The education that they are 
likely to receive will in no way 
prepare them for a life of inde­ 
pendence end in most cases 
their exposure to learning op­ 
portunities will be so irregular 
that it may have been better 
not to have made the effort at 
all,” Williams said. 


The chief problem, he said, is 
a lack of money. 
“It’s not 
always 
that the 
schools don’t care,” Williams 
said 
in 
a 
recent interview. 
“The problem is they have 
money problems and it costs a 
lot to give a disabled child the 
'education he needs.” 
According to the Senate La­ 
bor and Public Welfare Com­ 
mittee, it costs approximately 
80 per cent more to educate a 
handicapped child than it does 
to teach a normal child. 
Thus it would cost between 
$400 and $800 per pupil to give 
the nation's handicapped chil­ 
dren a decent education — a 
staggering total cost of more 
than $3 billion above what is 
now 'being spent on education, 
the committee projects. 
What 
disturbs Williams 
is 
that recent federal court deci­ 
sions are making the school 
districts’ pleas of “sorry, no 
funds,” illegal excuses. 
On Aug. 1, 1972, U.S. District 
Court Judge Joseph Waddy, sit­ 
ting in the District of Columbia, 
handed down what is now view­ 
ed as a landmark decision out­ 
lining the rights of handicapped 
children, 
The ruling stemmed from a 
complaint brought on behalf of 
aeven Washington, D.C., chil­ 
dren age 7 to 16, auffering from 
such problems as brain dam­ 
age, epilepsy, mental retarda­ 
tion and orthopedic disabilities. 
None 
of 
the 
children 
was 
allowed to attend public schools 
and none 
was 
given 
public 
grants to eeek a private educa­ 
tion. 
The 
District 
of 
Columbia 
Board of Education argued in 
response that these and other 
disabled children could not be 
handled because of the high 
costs of educating them. Statis­ 
tics indicated R costs about 
$900 per pupil more to educate 
a disabled child in Washington 
than a normal child. Giving a 
full education to a disabled 
child would cost the school 
board about $8.7 million more 
each year. 
But Waddy ruled that picas 
of poverty were unacceptable. 
“Their failure to fulfill this 
clear duty to include and retain 
these children in the public 
school 
system, 
or otherwise 
provide them with publicly sup­ 
ported education, and their fail­ 
ure to afford them due process 
hearing and periodical review, 
cannot be excused by the claim 
that 
there 
ere 
insufficient 
funds,” Waddy aaid. 
And Waddy ordered the chil- 
or given tuition grants to attend 
institutions that could deal with 
their problems.

APT IDEAS

Even if your apartment gar­ 
den measures no more than six 
inches in diameter and consists 
of only one plant, you are still 
in touch with Mother Earth. 
Here are some ideas to help 
you add that touch of living 
green to your apartment. 
Many plants do very well, un­ 
der apartment conditions, but 
because flowering kinds need 
strong light they will not do as 
well as green plants. Plants 
need air, light, water and food. 
All but the food are free, and 
that might cost you as much as 
39 cents for a two-year supply. 
Light: Set your plants where 
they get good, bright sun for as 
much of the day as possible, re­ 
membering to open the drap­ 
eries every morning. 
Water: A plant in a small pot 
may 
need 
watering two or 
three times a week; a large 
one only once. Plants in glazed 
pots need watering less often 
than 
those 
in 
clay, 
porous 
types. Allow the surface of the 
soil to dry before rewatering. If 
you plan to be gone for a week 
or more, water the plant, set it 
out of the bright light, and drop 
a plastic bag over it. It should 
be happy for up to two weeks. 
For a larger plant, just wrap a 
thin plastic painter’s drop cloth 
over and around it. 
Food: Plants should be fed 
once a month during the bright 
days from April through No­ 
vember. Use a soluble or liquid 
food, and water it in well. Wipe 
the leaves with a damp cloth 
every month or so to improve 
the plant’s appearance and gen­ 
eral health. 


Pests: A systemic insecticide 
added to the soil will rid your 
plant of most bugs. 
Artificial light: 
You 
might 
decide to go all out and set up 
a growing area under lights. 
Corrected 
fluorescent 
tubes 
provide an effective imitation 
of sunlight. 
Now to the choice of plants. 
If you’re forgetful, 
adopt a 
plant 
from 
the 
sansevieria 
tribe, which seems to thrive on 
abuse. The only way to kill one 
is to overwater it. Flowerlike 
bracts of bromeliads hava a 
colorful topknot which lasts for 
months. They are easy to grow 
if you keep the little “ vases” 
formed by the bases of the 
leaves filled with water and ir­ 
rigate the soil every two weeks. 
Or try dracena, which provide 
year-round color from leaves 
that are striped, 
mottled or 
splotched with yellow, chart­ 
reuse or Ivory. These semi in 
destructible plants get by with 
only minimal attention. 
Some other larger plants that 
grow quite well with a little at­ 
tention are fahhedera, dieffen- 
bachia, 
philodendron, 
figs, 
palms, begonia, Norfolk Island 
pine, podocarpus, rubber plan 
and scheffiera Or if your space 
is more limited, try such small 
plants as aphelandra, cactus, 
fern, ivy, 
pcperomia, 
succu­ 
lents and syngonium.

U.S. Trade 
Balance In 
Another Drop 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
nation’s trade balance dipped 
back into deficit in May after 
one month in surplus, the Com­ 
merce Department said today. 
A trade deficit puts new pres­ 
sure on the dollar in foreign ex­ 
change 
markets 
because 
it 
rn.ea.ns a net outflow of the U.S. 
currency from trade. 
The 
value of imports ex­ 
ceeded exports by $157.9 million 
last 
month, 
the 
department 
said, an adverse swing of more 
than $350 million from April’s 
surplus of $196.3 million. 
Last month, when the figures 
for April showed a surplus for 
the first time in more than a 
year, the Commerce Depart­ 
ment called a news conference 
to announce the good news and 
predict that things were im­ 
proving. Today, the trade re­ 
port was released without fan­ 
fare. 
It showed that imports in 
May totaled $5.76 billion and 
exports, $5.60 billion. 
Still, the trade deficit was 
much smaller than the average 
deficit during 1,972 and showed, 
som© improvement in, the na­ 
tion’s 
international 
financial 
picture. 
The trade deficit from Febru­ 
ary through May amounted to 
$490 
million, 
compared 
with 
$1.8 billion during the previous 
four 
months, 
from 
October 
through January.

dianapolis. 
Assistant U.S. Atty. Scott T, 
Miller 
said 
the 
indictment 
charges the three men gave $70 
to an informer scheduled to tes­ 
tify against White in a federal 
drug case "in an effort to in­ 
fluence his testimony.” 
Hendricks, 41. who has an of­ 
fice on the 16th floor of the 
downtown City-County Building, 
fried to discourage the inform­ 
er’s 
testimony 
by discussing 
with him ‘‘the propriety of a 
black man testifying 
against 
another black man,” the in­ 
dictment said. 
During a meeting in Young’s 
apartment last April 22, the in­ 
former said, White threatened 
to have him killed and Hen­ 
dricks 
“laughed 
in 
an 
in­ 
timidating manner,” according 
to the indictment. 
Both White and Hendricks de­ 
nied making threats or giving 
the informer money when they 
were called to testify before a 
special grand jury. 
White, Indicted by a federal 
grand jury on a charge of dis­ 
tributing heroin, was held un­ 
der $50,000 bond. His trial in 
U.S. District Court is slated to 
start Thursday. 
Hendricks and Young are un­ 
der $25,000 bonds.

Brezhnev, 
Pompidou 
Begin Talks 
PAWS (AP) — Leonid I. 
Brezhnev today started two 
days talks with French Presi­ 
dent Georges Pompidou, as a 
folow-up to his trip to the 
United States. 
The Soviet leader was report­ 
ed ready to offer Pompidou 
chairmanship of a “super East- 
West summit” conference here 
in December. He was readying 
the offer with the approval of 
President Nixon, French re­ 
ports said.

By DON KENDALL 
AP Farm Writer 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
cost of feeding a market basket 
of U. S. farm-produced food to a 
typical, family increased by an 
annual rate of $13 last month, 
the 
Agriculture Department 
says. 
The gain was the smallest 
this year. 
But it pushed the market bas­ 
ket-enough food for a theo­ 
retical. family of 3.2 persons for 
an entire year—to another 
record high on toe eve of a gen­ 
eral price freeze ordered June 
13 by President Nixon. 
The market basket cost an 
annual rate of $1.493 in May, up 
0.9 per cent from April, depart­ 
ment officials said. It was the 
smallest increase since the in­ 
dicator declined slightly last 
December. 
Since then, monthly increases 
have included: January 2.7 per 
cent or $37; February 2.5 per 
cent or $34; March 3.5 per cent 
or $49, and April 1.6 per cent or 
$22.The dollar conversions for the 
market basket were provided 
by USDA economists at the re­ 
quest of newsmen. The figures, 
however, were based on a re­ 
port by the department on Mon- 
Indiana Crops 
Week Behind 
WEST LAFAYETTE, 
Ind. 
(AP)—Hoosiers still are about 
a week behind toe norm in 
planting corn and soybeans, 
says Earl L. Park, agricultural 
statistician at Purdue Univer­ 
sity. 
Park said Monday the lag re­ 
mains despite last week being 
one of the best of the season 
weather wise. 
He reports that at the end of 
last week about 95 per cent of 
the Indiana com crop was 
planted, leaving growers a 
week behind average and more 
than 10 days behind 1972. 
Soybean planting was 80 per 
cent complete, well below the 
95 per cent figure at this time 
in 1972. Progress is more than 
a week behind, average, .Park 
said.Park said wheat harvesting 
began last week and about 20 
per cent of the crop was ripe. 
Only a few fields in southern 
counties were combined. 
About 50 per cent of the oats 
have headed. 
Alfalfa hay, cut for the first 
time, reached the 70 per cent 
level, about 10 per cent below 
1972 at this time. Pastures re­ 
main mostly good across the 
state.
